5. PRINTING PACKAGE - THE SHIPMENT OF AUGUST 19TH WAS FINALLY 
CLEARED ON THE 30TH. THE SHIPMENT OF FLYERS, INVITATION LETTERS 
AND REPLY CARDS, PROMISED FOR AUGUST 31, HAS NOT AS YET LEFT 
VIENNA WHICH MEANS THAT AT BEST OUR MAILING WILL BE DELAYED 
UNTIL SEPTEMBER 15. WE ARE IN TELEX CONTACT WITH EWTC - VIENNA 
AND THEY ARE DOING THE MAXIMUM TO EXPEDITE BUT THE PROBLEM IS

FOR THE CONFERENCE AND OUR SUBSEQUENT PRESS RELEASE PROGRAM. 

8. EXHIBITORS' ACCOMMODATIONS - YOU HAVE BEEN ADVISED ON THE 
FOUR ROOMS REQUESTED FOR SYNTEX AND WILL ASSUME THAT YOU WILL 
BE ADVISING THE EXHIBITOR DIRECTLY. IT WOULD BE ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE 
TO LOCATE ANY OTHER ROOMS AT THIS LATE DATE SO HOPEFULLY ALL 
EXHIBITORS NOW HAVE CONFIRMED RESERVATIONS. 

9. JOANNE KAY - THERE HAS BEEN A CABLE EXCHANGE ON THIS SUBJECT 
AND WE ARE NOT CLEAR AS TO WHAT IS MEANT BY QUOTE PARA 2 OF 
USDOC 12064 IS INOPERATIVE UNQUOTE. WE HAVE CABLED BUCHAREST 3989 
FOR MORE SPECIFIC DETAILS. 

10. SUMMARY - WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE MAILING, WHICH IS BEING 
DELAYED BY THE PRINTER, WE ARE ON SCHEDULE AS FAR AS THE TENTATIVE
